aàmazement: Nature ſuffering violence by ſinne 
peruerted her oꝛder, pꝛoducing ſtrange birthes 


in pꝛepoſterous ſhapes , and all grew out of 
frame , and ſinne veing the cauſe of all, bꝛougyt 
forth tye effects of ali : which ſeruing as pu⸗ 
niulhmcnts betwixt the Juſtice ol God, and 
the varighteouſnelſſe of Man hath neuerthe⸗ 
leſſe but coꝛrected, not rectiſied Man, that 
continuing in ſinne, findes the continuance 
of puniſhment , and yet with obdurate heart, 
growes from bad to wozſe , getting by 
ſtome an inco2rigible habit of ſinning. 

All Creatures but Man, haue continued in 
the kinde and nature of the firſt Creation; The 
Sunne, the Moone, the Starres, and euery 
Planet in his ſeuerali oꝛbe oꝛ Sphere, hàue con⸗ 
tinued their oꝛder to the glozy of their Crea⸗ 


toꝛ ., cuer ſince the day of their firſt Creation. 


The fowles, beaſts , and fiſbes in the Ayre, 
Earth, and Sea, and euery other vnſenſible 
Creature haue continued in their kinde, to the 
gloꝛy of their great Maker; Only Man, milera⸗ 
ble Man , w2etched Man, whom God hath 
made accoꝛding to his owne Image, and hath 
indued with reaſon and vaderſtanding , onely 
he degenerates , committing ſinnes, haynous, 
and deteſtable in the ſig t of his Creator, which 


dot h many times fo incenſe the wrath of the 


moſt high God agamſt vs, that Ayre , Earth, 
and Sea, doe many times pzoduce Monſters 
of ougly and moſt hoꝛrid ſhapes, to ſigniſte _ 
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to vs the ouglineſſe of ſinne in the eyes of that 


pure eſſlence. Neuer. was the wozid fo wic⸗ 


ked as it is now; fo2 it thunes in ill, as it de= 


tapes in Age. It is the wozſt woꝛld (ſaith an 
old Man) that euer was, and the beſt that euer 
will be. No maruell if Nature grow out of kinde 
inthe p2ocreatton of childzen , when men vn⸗ 
naturaliy goe out of kynde in the Actes offin= 
ning. Fozbidden finnes are moſt of all pꝛa⸗ 
ctiſed, and ſinnes committed that are not to be 
N 7 : So deepe hath Mans iniquity delcen⸗ 
ded, that it hath bzought miſhapen koꝛmes and 
dewſes out of hell, and it hath againe ſoaredſo 
high, that it hath bzoug:zt downe vengeance 
from heauen. is 185 ; 
This cauſeth the Earth to bꝛing foꝛth pꝛodi⸗ 
gious Monſters , ſo karre from the faire 


ſelfe afraid tolooke vpon them, in whom ſb2e 
findes her lawes and oꝛder to haue beene bo⸗ 
lated, Neuer Countrep hath brought fozth 
moze , then this of England , and that of late 
yeeres , which haue beene ſo pꝛodigious, thot 
they haue brought hoꝛroꝛ to the looker on, and 
haue alſo pꝛoued certaine pꝛedictiong, fozeno- 
ing many notable euents. The Sea caſt fo2th 
an hoꝛrid Monſter of a ſtrange ſhape and big⸗ 
neſſe, vpon the Coaſt of Cornewall, in the begm⸗ 
ning ok that fatall yeere Eighty Eight, when the 
Spaniſhfleete ſoone after frighted England with 
adangerous Inuaſion, enzn to the vtter extir⸗

of Nature, that they make Nature her 
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pation of the Engliſh name out of this Land, 
had not Almighty God with His high hand of 
grace and glozy made pꝛeuention, returning 
the Spaniſh purpoſes vpon them ſelues. The 
Alland ot Lecale in Ireland within the County of 
Downc, pꝛoduted an hidious Monſter, bearing 
the ſhape both of a Man and a beaſt, whole 
. eyes ſparkling like fyer, and his voyce ſoun⸗ 
ding harſh and ſh2ill , karre from the common 
ſirayne , gaue certaine kozeſigniſications of 
thoſe troubles that the yeere following beganne 
to vere both the kingdomes of England and 
Ireland, in that fearcfull yet memoꝛable warre 
of Tyrone, that in few peeres after pzoonedſo 
katall to both Nations, that it bꝛought wꝛet⸗ 
chedneſſe not onely to the people then liuing, 
but hath aiſo pꝛepared miſery foꝛ the Child yet 
bhboꝛne, as is too wellknowne bythe miſera- 
ble death and flaughyter , not onely ofthe com- 
mon ſoꝛt ofpeople , but allo by the lamentable 
ouerthzowes and flaughters of many great, 

and hono2able Yerſonages , famous in blood 
and quality, that by that vnlucky warre, and 
other katall accidents depending thereupon, 
found vtterruyne , and deſtruction , not onely 
to thceinceſſant griefe of their owne particular 
families, and dependancies, but aiſo to the ge⸗ 
nerall loſſe ⁊ ſoꝛrow of all the Engliſh Nation: 
which warre, monſtrous warre ,(foz ſo J may 
call it) when the bodyaganſtthe head, the ſub⸗ 
iect againſt the Pꝛince ſhall — <4

ſpire, God neuer gaue vnto the wozlda moze 
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memozable example, either in what vuſurety 
ſtands the ſtate of any Name, oꝛ Nation , oꝛ 
what vnhappy ſuccefle followes ſuch vnnatu⸗ 
rall attempts, 02 finally what end followes 


ſuch bloody, and deſpiteous cruelly, as both 


the head and pꝛincipall members of that Jriſh 


faction , that bloody, and hozrid warre, doe at 


this day endure, as appeareth in the pꝛelent 
ftate , and condition of the Dziginall of that 
monſtrous warte, bloody Tyrone himſelfe, and 
other his Aſlociates, who hauing made by their 
Attaynders, foꝛteitures, and confiſcations both 
ol lands and goods, doe now wander vp and 
downe Spayne , Italy, and other Lountryes, 
pooze, fozlaken, wꝛetched, milerable, and hated 
of all the woꝛld. | 

There was another Monſter pꝛoduced in 
Antwerpe with foure hands and Armes, two 


heads, and two bodies, ioynd in one backe, 


not much vnlike to this Monſter, wee are now 
to wzite ot; and this happened in the yeare 


kozegoing the beginning of thoſe troubles of 


the low Countryes, which the matchleſſe cruelty 


of Rome and Spaync, hath plagued with vn⸗ 


ſpeakeable miſeries, But aboue all, that hide⸗ 


ous monſter bꝛed in Ruſsia not aboue fiueyceres 
ſince with three paire of hands, foreſignifymg 
that miſerable warre that ſince hath happened, 
betwixt the thzee kingdomes, Rulsia (otherwiſe 
called Muſcouia) Poland, and Swethland, bnder

the Kaignes of Demetrius, Emperoꝛ of Ruſsia, 
Sigilmond King of Poland, and Charles Aing ot 
Swcrhland, the fame whereof will neuer dye, lo 
long as the memozy of thole kingdomes ſtates 
endure. 
It is credibly repozted that neere Lirpoole in 
Lancaihirc, about a Tweluemoneth ſince a childe 
was bone , both monſtrous in ſhape , and 
ſtrange in acc:dent ; It is freſh in memoxy, 
though it lined not abone three Dayes, But JY 
ſtay too long in matters, though extrauagant 
pit not impertinent to cur p2eſent diſcourſe, 
Where J am to deliuer as ſtrange a pꝛoduce⸗ 
ment ok a pꝛodigious birth, as was euer 
knowne in this part ofthe world; and this hap⸗ 
pened but ot late, at a Towne called Adlington 
in the Pariſh of Standith neere Wigon in the 
County of Lancaſter ; where there was a childe 
boꝛne ok a ſtrange and wonderfull ſbape, with 
foure legges foure Armes, two bellyes, pꝛopoꝛ⸗ 
tlonably ioyned to one back, one head two faces, 

like double faced lanus, the one befoze, the other 

behinde , foure eyes, aud twonoſes, It behoues 
vs to looke about, when luch examples beyond 
the o2der of Nature are bꝛought fo2th to put 
vs in minde of our iniquities, eſpectally the 
ſinnes of Adultery and koꝛnication, which are 
euer iiſtiy puniſhed by the righteous lawe and 
iuſtice of od euen Vpon the CThildꝛeus childzen 
vnto the third and fourth generation of them 
that hate him, who alſo ſhewes mercyvnts 
thouſands. 
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thouſands, in them that loue him. and ktepe his 
commandements ,

which was ſhowne in the example of 
this ehus Ponger, the father and mother whereof 
were bothbzanded, ſhee with themarke of Ba-

ry, in dured this puniſbment: he of very lewde 
carriage and condittons:neither was this mon⸗ 


ſter bozne in the night time, but towards the 
day, when the moꝛning Sunne beganne to 


glad the earth with his bzightnelle, to this end, 
that the blacke mantle of the night ſhouldnot 
touer this childe of darkeneſle, but that the day 

might plainely dilcouer to all eyes this won⸗ 
derfull example ot his Juſtice. 

Certaine Gentlemen, and many ot the com- 
mon people, that were then at Cockepit, when 
the newes came of this pzodigious birth, left 
their ſpozts and went to behold it with wonder 
and amazement. Many people came flocking 
from all places thereunto adioyning, who be⸗

Thus haue you a true relation of this pꝛo⸗ 
digtous birth, teſtified by the generall repoꝛt; 
(beſides the particular mentions) of that Coun⸗ 
trey. The conſideration whereof J leaue to the 
godly diſpoſed, whether as a —— of 
ſiunes and offences paſt, 02as a true foʒ - 
ficatton of ſome notable euent to follow 4 
ceeding times, oꝛ both;Onely thus much, — 
Nature is thus violated though the Loxrup= 
tion, there tommonly fall out many ſtrange and 
vnheard of actions, either koz the time pꝛeſent, 
oz to come, ſuch as hath amazed the woꝛdd to 
looke vpon, as mthat memoꝛable and euer to be

Pet theſe monſtrous and p2odigious birthes 
as well ot other Lountreyes as our owne , are 
not greatiy to be maruelledat,ifwelook but on⸗ 
ly into the cauſes ot them, which foz the moſt 
part are out ſinnes, and carelelle negligences: 


Andthey are not ſlightliy to be accounted off, be⸗ 


caule they ſeldome fall out alone, without ſome 
other ſtrange euent, but are ominous fozegoers 
of ſome worke euils to follow. The Circle of 
miſery which hath foꝛ many years been dꝛawne 
about vs, is large, the lynes of it are no 
cloled, the perfect content thereof cannot de 
knowne, till it pleaſe that hand that urſt moul⸗ 
ded the globe of the woꝛſd, and which ſetteth 
dodone in numbers, and pꝛopoꝛtion, the ſtate of
